1 . DR. OMAR YODER, BROTHER OF DELILAH YODER, HAD LONG CONVERSATION 
WITH CONSULAR OFFICER ON SEPTEMBER 10 RE DISAPPEARANCE OF SUBJECTS 
IN ECUADOR. DR. YODER IS NOT CONVINCED THAT SUBJECTS WERE KILLED 
BY INDIAN GUIDES. HE BELIEVES SUBJECTS COULD STILL BE ALIVE AND 

ARE BEING HELD AGAINST THEIR WILL. HE CANNOT GUESS MOTIVE OF 
ALLEGED KIDNAPPER(S) BUT SUGGESTED ONE POSSIBILITY: AN ATTEMPT 
MAY HAVE BEEN MADE TO RECRUIT SUBJECTS IN INTERNATIONAL DRUG 
TRAFFIC AND SUBJECTS REFUSED THESE OVERTURES. 

2. DR. YODER REQUESTS QUITO CONTACT FOLLOWING USCITS WHO ARE 
TEACHING ENGLISH IN SCHOOL IN QUITO AND WHO ARE CLOSE FRIENDS OF 
JAMES HERSCHBERGER. HE BELIEVES THESE USCITS COULD HAVE IMPORTANT 
INFORMATION AS TO LAST PROPOSED TRIP OF HERSCHBERGER AND YODER: 
DAVE HUNTER AND ALICE GIRARD. RTE MARCELLO ALBUIA, VALVERE 214, 
URBANIZATION ALORCON MENA, QUITO. 

3. DR. YODER STATED THAT IN A COMMUNICATION DATED AUG. 13, 1976 
HE FURNISHED QUITO WITH THE NAME OF MARCELO CARRION, BOLIBAR 
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HE DEEPLY BELIEVES CARRION IS THE KEY TO THE DISAPPEARANCE OF 
SUBJECTS AND SHOULD BE INVESTIGATED MORE THOROUGHLY. HE DOES 
NOT TRUST THOROUGHNESS OF INVESTIGATION BY ECUADORAN POLICE. HE 
FEELS THAT CARRION EITHER HAS BRIBED POLICE NOT TO PURSUE IN- 
VESTIGATION OR THAT CARRION IS BEING PROTECTED BY INFLUENTIAL 
ECUADORAN OFFICIALS. 

4. DR. YODER SAID THAT GALO PLAZA, FORMER SEC. GEN OF THE O.A.S. 

AND FORMER PRESIDENT OF ECUADOR, HAS BEEN REQUESTED TO USE HIS 
INFLUENCE IN TRACING SUBJECTS. REQUEST WAS MADE ON BEHALF OF YODER 
FAMILY BY YVONNE DAUGHTERS, FOREIGN SCHOLARS PROGRAM, NATIONAL 
INSTITUTES OF HEALTH, BETHESDA, MARYLAND, WHO IS FRIEND OF GALO 
PLAZA. 

5. FOR DEPARTMENTS INFORMATION: DR. YODER SAID THAT HE AND HIS 
FAMILY ARE EXTREMELY UNHAPPY OVER MANNER IN WHICH THEY PERCEIVED 
CASE WAS HANDLED BY DEPARTMENT FROM THE BEGINNING. HE FEELS 
DEPARTMENT TOOK A VERY CAVALIER ATTITUDE TOWARDS DISAPPEARANCE OF 
SUBJECTS WHEN FIRST CONTACTED BY FAMILY EARLY IN JULY 1976. IT 

IS YODER FAMILY'S BELIEF THAT IT IS NOW TIME FOR A HIGH-LEVEL 
APPROACH BY EMBASSY QUITO TO GOVERNMENT OF ECUADOR IN EFFORT TO 
FORCE A MORE THOROUGH AND VIGOROUS INVESTIGATION OF CASE. TO 
THIS END DR. YODER STATED THAT FAMILY PLANS TO ASK GOVERNOR MOORE 
AND SENATOR BYRD OF WEST VIRGINIA TO INTERVENE WITH DEPARTMENT ON 
BEHALF OF FAMILY. HE ALSO SAID THAT FAMILY ARE CONTEMPLATING 
INFORMING SELECTED MEMBERS OF THE U.S. PRESS IN EFFORT TO GIVE 
NATIONAL AND INTERNATIONAL PUBLICITY TO CASE. FIRESTONE 
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
